Now available only for use by 
the Hawk missile, this new radar 
is expected to be made a part of 
all the Army’s missile systems. 

Last week’it was announced that 
the radar was so designed that it 
ignored stationary portions of the 
earth which .it was surveying, re- 
acted only to movement. 

This permitted the Hawk to lock 
onto low-flying aircraft and de- 
stroy them.

NOW IT APPEARS that the 
radar is even more selective than 
at first described.. It discriminates 
not only movement but speeds. It 
can be tied into a discrimination 
circuit so that it reacts to specific 
speeds or ranges of speed. It! 
further can be wedded to other 
types of surveillance through a 
computer. These other types in- 
clude infrared detectors. 

Result is that the Hawk could 
be set to attack vehicles on the

Soldier’s Medal 
Awarded Alaska 
Gi Fire Hero 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska— 
The Army’s highest peacetime 
award for bravery, the Soldiers 
Medal, was presented to SP3 Jo- 
seph C, Killian, Oct. 17, by Brig. 
Gen, Thomas H. Beck, commanding 
general, Yukon Command, United 
States Army, Alaska. 

The 22-year-old soldier received 
the medal for saving the lives of 
three persons during a fire in the 
Northward Building apartments, 
Fairbanks, Jan. 13, 1957. 

Killian, then a private first class, 
was on pass in Fairbanks when the 
fire occurred. Upon his arrival at 
the scene of the blaze he climbed a 
fire ladder extending from the sec- 
ond floor of the apartment building 
to the seventh story and entered 
the smoke filled rooms in search 
of occupants. He then handed a 
small hook-ladder to persons on the 
eighth floor, climbed the unsteady 
ladder, and assisted three people 
in the room down to safety. 

During the fire the outside tem- 
perature stood at 15 degrees below 
zero, hampering fire fighting and 
rescue operations.

FORT LEAVENWORTH, 


Kans.—Maj. Gen. Lionel C. 


McGarr, commanding general of Fort Leavenworth, and Com- 
mandant of the Command and General Staff College, an- 
nounced the start Nov. 4 of construction on a 200-Capehart 





housing unit here. 


The project is expected to be 
completed in 12 months at a cost 
of $3,258,400. Final documents 
which awarded the contract to the 
T. C. Bateson Co. of Dallas, Tex. 
have been signed by Col. L. E. 
Lauren, Kansas City District En- 
gineer. 

Presently under construction at 
the post and expected to be com- 
pleted by Dec. 22 of this year, are 
the initial 100 Capehart housing 
units. These are. being built by the 
Elbel Construction Co. of Kansas 
City, Mo. at a cost of $1,590,000. 

The new project will consist of 
20 four-family and 20 six-family 
two-story row type houses. Maxi- 
mum livability and usable space will 
be accomplished with the increas- 
ingly popular living-dining room, 
large kitchen with breakfast area, 
and half bath on first floor and 
three bedrooms and full bath up- 
stairs. 





Each of the brick veneer units 
will have its own hot air heating 
plant. The kitchens will be the 
housewife’s dream with plenty of 
natural grain birch wood built-ins, 
refrigerator, stove, and counter sur- 
faces for living comfort and ste 
saving. The full basements will al- 
low for large storage area and 
washing facilities. Each unit will be 
complete with patio. The NCO 
family units will be erected on a 
42 acrea site in the southwest sec- 
tion of the post, south of the Mac- 
Arthur School.

Exclusive Pros 


The services were firming up plans this 
week to begin paying “proficiency” bonuses 
to many hard-skill men. This would be in 
the form of two and, later, one-grade raises 
(without the stripes to go with them) to 
men the services are particularly eager to 
keep in uniform. 

Naturally, all enlisted people who have 
a chance of snaring the extra money are 
looking forward to the start of the program. 
But many are disgruntled—and we can’t 
blame them. 

This is a hunk of the Cordiner proposals, 
you will recall, that Charlie Wilson snatched 
from beneath Percival Brundage after the 
latter’s Budget Bureau sat on the entire re- 
port and wouldn’t get up. Too much money 
involved, was the explanation. But Mr. Wil- 
son, who later came to agree with Mr. Brun- 
dage, said that the Defense Department 
could swing this little deal without asking 
for more money, and would do so. 

Now 15 percent of the enlisted Army, 
for instance, may begin getting the pay of 
the next two grades above theirs. About 
2500 men a month may be rung in on the 
deal, with the program stretching over the 
next four years. All of this on condition 
that the Army can get up the necessary 
funds to pay for it. 

As we've said before, this paper has 
never thought much of the pro pay proposi- 
tion. We're not against anyone getting a 
raise, of course, for work that earns it. But 
we are against a piecemeal approach to a 
problem whose solution is awaited by every- 
one in service, not just 15 percent of the 
armed forces population. We have in mind 
a general pay raise to offset the steady rise 
in living costs and the additional deductions 
levied against service pay in the past year. 

Unless the Administration gets behind a 
general raise, we fear, the institution of 
pro pay may force more men out of service, 
through disaffection, than it keeps in. 

Another factor operating against the 
success of the pro pay formula is the lack of 
provision for recognizing the skills of men 
in the top two enlisted grades. Because the 
storied supergrades (E-8 and E-9) recom- 
mended by the Cordiner committee have 
never been created, men in E-6 may never 
obtain more than a one-grade pay raise and 
E-7s will get none at all. 

This makes things cozy for the E-3s, 4s 
and 5s—and we congratulate them in ad- 
vance of their expected affluence. It is en- 
tirely possible that it was planned that way 
on the premise that, raise or no raise, the 
top graders were far more likely to stay in 
until retirement than were the lower-rank- 
ing skilled men. But it must make the mas- 
ter specialist and the master sergeant pretty 
sore—and we don’t blame them, either. 

Conversely, where is the incentive fac- 
tor? Why should an E-5 already getting 
pay of an E-7 stay in long enough to retire 
(if he doesn’t die) as a master sergeant 
(which he may never be) —and all supposing 
that his MOS is never changed and his tem- 
porary pay with it? 

This inequity, of course, may be correct- 
ed by creation soon of the two super-grades 
mentioned aboye—though we are not at all 
convinced that this is the best solution for 
the Army as a whole. Of more immediate 
concern, we think, should be the passage of 
a general pay raise to partly make up for 
losses already sustained by all those in serv- 
1ce. 

It is encouraging to note on this score 
that the Budget Bureau’s Brundage broadly 
hinted recently that the Administration may 
push such a measure in 1958. Amen.

Bitter because I cannot successfully or 
sincerely explain to my three children why 
Daddy is soon to be a sergeant.

BITTER because the government has 
broken faith and a moral obligation — a 
government that has accepted a good part 
of a man’s lifetime, allowed him to serve 
through World War II and Korea and, in 
return, has given him a piece of paper, a 
pat on the head, and a sizable lump of 
money that produces a fantastic income 
tax. 

Not bitterness for myself or for wound- 
ed pride, but the natural resentment of 
such a ruthless act and a gross injustice. 

There were other, more humane, ways 
to effect this cut: suspend promotions; 
make a simple reduction in force, each 
grade step back a grade, suspend the draft 
— any of which would enable my husband 
and those like him to finish their jobs with 
dignity, keeping their self-respect, believ- 
ing in themselves and in their country.

IT IS NOT necessary for me to assure 
my husband that I still believe in him, am 
behind him every step of the way, that 
colonel or corporal, he’s still the same to 
me. Those things are understood. Nei- 
ther have we wasted any time in self-pity 
or hand-wringing. To enlist is mandatory; 
the expenditure of years is too great to 
toss aside. 


Tolerate the next. 30 months we must. 


Accept what has happened we can never 
do because it is the moral and spiritual 
annihilation of fine, capable men. 

It is not the death of a loved one or the 
end of the world, but it most assuredly is 
the end of our yrovid as we knew it. 


SEPARATION DAY, for us, falls on Vet- 
erans Day — the day America sets aside to 
honor those, both living and dead, who 
fought for her. 
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As much as there was a need for 
Army Green uniform and 
ve as this uniform is, 
needless to say the elimination 
inks and greens is going to 
money down the drain to 
of millions of dollars. 


Army could take a terrific step to 
enhance the prestige of its highest 
grade enlisted personnel, namely, 
the E-7s. 

Here is my suggestion: Why not 
make the pinks and greens, which 
on all scores is a very trim and 
impressive uniform, the uniform 
solely for E-7’s—first sergeants and 
master ?

The Army is vitally concerned 
in building up the prestige of the 
hon - co ioned officer — 
especially its top enlisted grade, 
and this would provide a wonder- 
ful opportunity for doing just that. 

To give the E-7 a distinctive uni- 
form—one which no other grade 
ean wear—the Army would be 
realizing two objectives: (1) It 
definitely would be an economy 
move in line with budget cut-backs 
in that it would save millions of 
dollars; (2) At the same time, it 
would be a shot in the arm to 
bolster the morale and prestige of 
the enlisted personnel in grade E-7. 

Such details as. to whether it 
should be a mandatory uniform— 
an item of issue, or an optional 
uniform which the E-7 may pur- 
chase if he so desires—can be 
established by regulations. But, in 
any case, the tangible benefits 
(dollars ‘ saved) and intangible 
benefits (enhanced prestige and 
morale) would definitely be to the 
interest of the Army and something 
worthy of considering at this time.

Exercise to Test Airborne Recon 


“FORT BENNING, Ga.—The Infantry School at Benning has conducted airborne tests 
with helicopters and prepared training literature to be used to train selected personnel to 
air transport and parachute deliver reconnaissance patrols in Exercise All American at 


Fort Bragg, N.C., during December. 

In April, 1955, The Infantry 
Schvol developed and conducted a 
series of tests to determine ef- 
fective methods for the employ- 
ment of helicopter transported 
reconnaissance patrols in enemy 
rear areas. Results of these tests 
show that helicopter-borne opera- 
4 behind enemy lines are feas- 
ible. 

Infantry School tests were con- 
ducted through the use of a series 
of controlled exercises. Aggressor 
forces varied in size from four-man 
natrols to an infantry battlaion. 

The exercises consisted of heli- 
copter penetration of enemy for- 
ward areas, flying and landing heli- 
copter-borne patrols in enemy rear 
areas, concealing helicopters, trans- 
mitting information, and employing 
air control teams in conjunction 
with air transportation reconnais- 
sance patrols. 
. » * 

HELICOPTER PILOTS must be 
highly trained in navigating at low 
level during day and gight, and 
mus‘ be skilled in techniques of 
evasion of fire and observation, and 
in flight deception, 

To penetrate enemy forward de- 
fensive areas, test reports show, 
flight routes over terrain which af- 
fords maximum cover and conceal- 
ment must be selected. Enemy fire 
shou!d be suppressed by placing all 
types of friendly fires on known 
and suspected enemy positions 
along the flight route of the heli- 
copter-borre patrol, .Close air sup- 
port may also be used. 

Since it is essential that aircraft 
be exposed for a minimum time 
over the objective area, the desir- 
able formation to be used is one 
which requires all aircraft to fly 
relatively close together. At night 
or during periods of limited visi- 
bility, spacing between aircraft is 
desirable fer safe control. 

Aggresser ground personnel re- 
ported .that they caught only 
glimpses of the aircraft as they 
flew low over trees and adjacent 
ridge lines. Gunners gaid they 
had difficulty keeping an “aim” 
on helicopters due to trees and 
other terrain interference. 

Night flying helicopters proved 
that, under perfect conditions, the 
pilot can identify landmarks from 
altitudes of 200 and 300 feet, locate 
trees, shrubbery and other obstacles 
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on the landing site from the air 
without difficulty, and set down, 
land or take-off without lights.

Finally we should push forward | 
strongly and firmly in demanding 
a world-wide agreement to pro- 
hibit the use of: outer space for 
military purposes, and to estab- 
lish an_ international . scientific 
agency which would have the ex- 
clusive right to explore and oper- 
ate beyond the earth’s atmosphere. 
It is now technically possible +o 
monitor and “police” such an 
agreement. It may not be pos- 
sible to‘do this once large num- 
bers of missiles and “satellites” 
are cruising around in outer space. 

In pursuing our demand for this 
agreement, we will in part be 
cashing in on the fear which the 
Soviet satellite has undoubtedly 
produced around the world. We 
will be acused, of course, of being 
afraid ourselves—of being “caught 
short.” This is too true for com- 
fort. We can offset this charge 


ing ahead with our own satellite 
program; by doing this successful- 
ly, and meanwhile demonstrating 
also that we do not mean to allow 
dollar considerations to weaken 
our military posture at such a 
time of crisis. 

But the time to start is now, 
before the satellite hysteria gets 
altogether out of control.

Courses Set at Bragg 


WASHINGTON—Two psychological warfare courses for 
officers were announced this week. One course, lasting six 
weeks, will result in the earning of MOS 9305 (Phychological 


Warfare Officer). The other 


course carries no MOS. 


The longer course will begin at 
Fort Bragg, N.C., on Jan. 8 and 
Marth 12. Prerequisites include 
security clearance of “secret.” Stu- 
dents must be commissioned offi- 
cers who are RA or who are re- 
serves on active status. Purpose of 
the course is to train selected offi- 
cers for assignment to psychologi- 
cal warfare staffs and units and to 
acquaint them with propaganda 
techniques in combat and in the 
field 

The short course begins next 








June 4. Only captains or higher 
are eligible, and candidates must 
be a “member of the Regular Army 
or a reserve component ... an 
an active status or on active duty, 
whose future assignments would be 
enhanced by familiarization with 
psychological warfare.” - Students 
must have an interim security clear- 
ance of “secret.” 

Interested officers should apply 
through regular channels. Details 
are furnished in DA Pamphlet 20- 
21, The Army School Catalog, dated

WORK SCHEDULES are made 
up a day in advance from missile 
schedules. Crew assignments are 
made and.detailed briefings, such 
as type of missile, launching site, 
expected impact and rendezvous 
point with aircraft, are given to 
each recovery unit. 

Personnel, equipment, the 
number of vehicles, and aircraft 
needed for recovery operations are 
determined by the type of missile 
or item to be recovered. 

Many of the test items and com- 
ponents are classified.

However, 
most spent missiles are brought to 
a special area usually referred to 
as the missile “boneyard” or 
“graveyard.” 

Aircraft for recovery missions 
are requested a day in advance by 
the operations sergeant through 
aviation operations.

Is Army Breaking 


‘Law on RIF Grades? 


FITZSIMONS A.H., Denver: I 
wonder how many former NCOs, 
who accepted warrants and com- 
missions, and have subsequently 
been affected by the recent RIF, 
have taken time to study the Public 
Law. and United States Code, with 
regard to the enlisted grade they 
are authorized upon reenlistment 
in the Regular Army? 

Specifically, I refer to those who 
held a “temporary” grade at the 
time they were given a commission 
or warrant. 

For those who-have been given 
a lower grade than that which they 
held at the time of assuming of- 
ficer status; under the provisions 
of paragraph 23 b, AR 661-210. 
Section 19 b and c, of Public Law 
379-83d Congress; together with 
Sections 3258 and 3448, of United 
States Code, Title 10, are very en- 
lightening. 

Section 19 b, PL 379 states the 
following, concerning the enlisted 
grade individuals in this category 
are authorized: ; 

“* * * * to reenlistment in the 
grade held prior to such service as 
a commissioned or warrant of- 
ficer, * * * *” 

Sub-paragraph 19 c, of the same 
Public Law states this: 

“* * * * may accept such tem- 
porary appointment. without pre- 
judice to the military status which 
they so held, and upon termination 
ef such temporary appointments 
such persons may revert to the 





grades which they. held at the time 





of- their temporary appoiniments,” 
Sections 3258 and 3448 of United 

States Code, Title 10, only reiter- 

ates the paragraphs of PL 379, 

which I have-jast quoted. 

,’ In disagreement, with the Law 

and Code, Department of the Army 


has determined that individuals] 
falling in the category of subject|’ 


law and code “should be afforded 
the right, -to reenlistment in the 
‘permanent’ enlisted grade held at 
the time they received .commis- 
sioned or. warrant status.” 

After .considering the actual 
wording of Public Law 379, and 
United States Code, Title 10, a 
question immediately comes to my 
mind: “How many times during 
my military career, would I have 
liked to-omit or “insert” a word in 
a law or regulation in order to give 
either the meaning I desired?” 

By inserting the word “perma- 
nent” in frent of the grade these 
individuals are. authorized, Depart- 
ment of the Army is for all intent 
and purposes, penalizing former 
non-commissioned officers of the 
Regular Army. for accepting com- 
missions and warrants in the first 
place. 

The Army has always placed a 
premium on those men who have 
made a career of the military serv- 
ice, and who have a record of 
long and continuous service—in an 
effort to keep them on active duty. 
Also, Department of the Army, in 
1951, encouraged ehlisted men in 
grades E-6 and E-7, to apply for 
commissions. and. warrants. 
Whether their grades were “perm- 
anent or temporary” at the time, 
made no difference. 

As plainly stated by law, .these 
men were guaranteed the rights to 
their former enlisted grades. How- 
ever, when their services are no 
longer needed; they can either take 
their former permanent enlisted 
grades, and reenlist—or, get out of 
the Army completely.

Old Indian Artifacts. 
Discovered at Benning 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Recent evidence unearthed by 


disclosed that an Indian cul- 


ture of the North Florida coast invaded the area which is 





now the military reservation over 
1200 years ago. 

The archaeological party, headed 
by SFC David W. Chase, and also 
consisting of SFC Richard Larner 
and Frank Schnell Jr., both of 
Columbus, Ga., has been conduct- 
ing tests on a sandy plateau on 
the Alabama side of the military 
reservation. Pottery and_ stone 
Objects have been found which 
pertain to the Late Swift Creek 
Period and also that of the Weeden 
Island Culture. Before these inves- 
tigations, it was not believed that 
the Weeden Island Indians had 
penetrated any farther north than 
Blakely, Ga., the site of the famous 
Kolomoki Mounds for which the 
Weeden Island Indians were partly 
responsible. 


An earlier culture was also 
detected in the deeper sands under- 
lying the Swift Creek and Weeden 
Island evidence. This pertained to 
the Kellog Period, whose culture 
was centered north of Atlanta and 
whose people made a distinctive 
cord-wrapped stick decorated pot- 
tery. The fiber-tempered pottery 
of the Archaic Period also appears 
in the lower levels of the site. One 
shard of this early ware bore 
punctate and incised decorations, 
the first of its type to be found in 
western Georgia to date. 

During the previous summer 
months, the party has been explor- 
ing the Halleca Creek Site on the 
Georgia side of the reservation. 
Excavations have been suspended 
temporarily while the unearthed 
cultural material is being subjected 
to analysis. Sgt. Chase said that an 
estimated 3000 specimens have 
been removed from the site. 

Since much of the archaeological 








material excavated on the Fort 
Benning military reservation is 
drawing the interest of archaeol- 


ogists throughout the southeastera 
U. S., an exhibit of some of the 
more significant specimens will be 
shown at the opening of the new 
Indian Hall of the Bradley Museum 
of Arts and Crafts in Columbus.

Compact, Nov. 11, 1620. 


The Mayflower Compact is considered by many as the first 
example of a written constitution in North America. The little 180- 
ton Mayflower sailed westward from Plymouth, England, with 102 


passengers and crew — including the Pilgrim Fathers. 


found the first English colony in “the northern part of Virginia.” 
On Nov. 21, 1620 they landed at what is now Provincetown, Mass., 
where they took on food and water, and arrived at the site of Ply- 


mouth, Mass., on Dec. 21. 


During the long sea voyage there was danger of a mutiny aboard 
ship. The Compact to set up a “body politick” was drawn up at 
sea — probably by William Brewster, one of the “Saints.” All were 
assembled, it was read aloud and agreed to, and there was noe mutiny.

A Name? 


THE BIG NAME, by: William. M. 
Freeman. Printer’s Ink — Books, 
New York. $3.75. ‘

RINTER’S INK is a trade pub- 

lication. Freeman is a_ busi- 
ness and advertising writer for the 
New York Times. It will come as 
no surprise then to learn that “The 
Big Name” is a book on advertis- 
ing. 

A faseinating phase of advertis- 
ing — the testimonial. Freeman 
traces the development of this 
type of ad. Lots of product names 
hete. Lots of names of important 
people, and what and how they 
will or will not eridorse. 

Troubles . often. beset the testi- 
monial advertiser. Like General 
Cigar Co.’s attempt to use well- 
known couples to get across the 
idea that women liked men who 
smoked cigars. But the day one 
such ad appeared, the husband 
shot a man he charged was break- 
ing up his home. Two other cou- 
ples announced they were suing 
for divorce within 24 hours of the 
appearance of the ads plugging 
them. 

There’s a forword and frequent 
references to Jules Alberti, ex- 
bandleader, who was launched into 
a new.enterprise by accident into a 
result of wartime bond-selling 
work. He formed a company 
which. specializes in furnishing 
“big names” to advertisers. Alber- 
ti, incidentally, is in charge of pub- 
licizing—for free—the drive for 
funds from the public for the new 
Naval Academy Stadium. There’s 
a chapter about that drive because 
it uses the testimonial technique 
extensively. 

Testimonial advertising, Freeman 
and Alberti feel, is one of the most 
effective selling devices because it 
is human nature to feel that if

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Economy Takes 


Brief ‘Breather’ 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 


T WAS interesting to note that the anticipatory growls of 
the bears, reported from New York as this writer de- 
parted for distant shores, and which rose to a triumphant 
chorus during his absence, had sunk to a more conversational 


level on his return. 


The President doesn’t usually 
expound at length on the subject 
of political economy unless 
prodded. It is said that the subject 
is not his chosen field. But he was 
well briefed before his last week’s 
news conference and his observa- 
tions rated a two-column head 
story in the Wall Street Journal. 


His apt description of the cur- 
rent situation—that the economy 
was “taking a bréather”—-satisfied 
most people but didn’t fail to pro- 
vide enough hay for a couple of 
haymakers from the Democrats 
who have kept up a pretty steady 
drumfire against the “tight money” 
policy. 

Without pawing through the 
dusty files to check chapter and 
verse, and particularly dates, it 
seems to this observer that the 
fiscal pundits had pretty well pre- 
dicted the “breather.” which they 
expected to record even deeper 
inhalations in the first quarter of 
next year. To one who was absent 
during the stock market dip and 
considerably distracted from such 
matters by the European reaction 
to both Arkansas and Sputnik, the 
calm confidence of the President 
and/or his advisors, seemed per- 
fectly justified.

nomic experts tell you about ~-the 
condition of the stock market?” 
“Well,” replied the President 
understandingly if not quite_gram- 
matically, “they don’t tell me any- 
thing except that this, at one time 
I think they thought that the stock 
market was unjustifiably high, but 
they realized that any shocking 
break always destroys or damages 
confidence in America. They are 
interested in the element of confi- 
dence, in an economy such as ours. 
The feeling of people—is this the 
time to buy or is this the time to 
do nothing—is very important, so 
they looked, I think, watched the 
stock market more as an index of 
the confidence of people than they 
do as in its direct effect upon our 
economy.” 

Another President once got into 
a lot of trouble (Woodrow Wil- 
son) when he described a period 
of (to him) mild depression as 
largely “psychological.” 

The people who asked themselves, 
before the recent dip, “is this the 
time to buy” and then gave them- 
selves the wrong answer may feel 
that the effect on their bank ac- 
counts was more than psychologi- 
cal. 

However, the fact remains that 
there seems to be plenty of confi- 
dence on the part of most of the 
businessmen of the nation and the 
men whose business is studying 
the nation’s business, They feel 
that taking a breather for the next 
few months will merely put the 
economy in shape.

Loans Urged 


For U.S. Firms Abroad 


WASHINGTON. — A new pro- 
gram of private enterprise partici- 
pation in U.S. foreign aid programs 
is recommended in a report from 
its International Committee _re- 
leased this week by the National 
Planning Association. 

The program involves U.S. govy- 
ernment loans to private firms 
which undertake approved foreign 
investment projects, such loans to 
be substituted for direct loans to 
foreign governments. The loans 
would be’ selective as to country 
and as to the kinds of development 
undertaken, and limited to “those 
areas where private firms can be 
most - effective in stimulating 
economic growth.” 

The study states that a new ap- 
proach is needed because the man- 
agerial and technical skills, “the 
scarcest and perhaps the most stra- 
tegic factor. in the underdeveloped 
countries,” can be. provided only 
by private enterprise. 

The report notes that the pri- 
vate enterprises best equipped to 
operate in a»particular field need

Na te learning photography from a good instructor, the 
best way is to leatn from a well prepared text book 





based on experience, intinete knowledge of the subject, and 


the ability to teach 

written word and appropriate illus- 
trations. Four such volumes have 
recently appeared. 

Walter Nurnberg’s “Lighting for 
Portraiture” (London: Focal Press; 
New York: Amphoto, $5) is the 
third edition of 
an English basic 
book on its sub- 
ject. Written by 
one of England’s 7 
leading portrait 
p h o tographers, 
it is a‘ thought- 
ful and thor- 
oughly practi- | 
eal exploration 
of the field and 
one that comes 
as close to the n 
actual classroom approach as it is 
possible to do in a book. 

The author teaches largely 
through the use of numerous pho- 
tographs supplemented by diagram- 
matic drawings, and includes just 
enough text to provide the neces- 
sary verbal guidance to make his 
point clear. Moreover, the mate- 
rial is so arranged that it serves 





also as a convenient reference 
work on specific details when 
needed. 


“How to Shoot Weddings” by 
Michael K. Arin (New York: 
Amphoto, $3.95) is by a photog- 
rapher who has been making a 
good living in this field for years. 
He tells the readers in full de- 
tail just how he must go about 
plannin_; and shooting the cere- 
mony, includes numerous illus- 
trations from his files with in- 
structive captions on how they 
were made, and offers helpful 
counsel on suitable cameras and 
methods, business practices, and 
processing techniques.

Provided 
the lens cuts sharp (and this is a 
point on which you should reassure 
yourself), your choice will depend 
on differences in handling the 
camera and'in variations in opera- 
tivnal details. If a camera feels 
comfortable in the hand, and the 
lens is good, look for the design 
features that appeal to you per- 
sonally as being especially con- 
venient.

FORT McPHERSON, Ga.—On Nov. 15 Third Army will be 39 years old, The size 
and glory of “the biggest Army in the U.S. Army” have varied widely throughout its his- 














tory. On occasion, Third Army has 
even found that it had more years 
than men. ] 

Third Army was born just four 
days after the War I Armistice. 
Afterward, it became the Army of 
Occupation in Germany — hence, 
the familiar “A-O” shoulder 
patches. 

In 1919, its colors were returned 
home and it remained inactive un- 
til 1932. Its headquarters varied 
in size and locale until 1940, when 
the entire Third Army consisted of 
two officers and four enlisted men. 

Third Army’s eight major War 
Ii campaigns carried it across 
France, through the Siegfried 
Line, across the Rhine, across Ger- 
many, over the Danube and down 
into Austria and Czechoslovakia. 

In the early Forties an obscure 
lieutenant colonel named Dwight 
D. Eisenhower was the Third’s 
chief of staff. Lt. Gen. Courtney 
Hodges assumed command in 1943; 
and the following January Gen. 
George Patton took over. 

After the war’ Third Army again 
drew oceupation duty in Germany. 
In 1947 its colors were transferred 
to Atlanta and Fort McPherson. 

Third Army is composed of nine 
posts, about 22 Class II installa- 
tions, and seven state military dis- 


tricts

THE THIRD ARMY AREA is 


states—Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Tennessee (along 
with Fort Campbell, Ky.). It is 
fourth of the six Continental Army 
areas in size; but it has the largest 
number of men. 

Last summer Third Army trained 
72,000 National Guard troops, 30,- 
000 Reserves, and 3800 ROTC 
cadets. 

The Army owns about 900,000 
acres of land in Third Army—just 
a little more land than Rhode 
Island. ;

Army installations is more than 
that of 24 Empire State buildings. 
The Army’s paved roads in the 
area are the equivalent of a four- 
lane highway from Atlanta to Los 
Angeles.

aries are as much as $2000 behind 
industry rates. 

The President has approved the 
recommendations, He has asked 
department heads to put into ef- 
fect thé proposals that can be han- 
died administratively and to draw 
up legislative request for those 
than need action by Congress.

HERE IS WHAT the special re- 
port. recommends: 

@ Raise the entrance rates for

® Allow the Civil Service Com- 
mission to fix higher rates for dif- 
ficult-to-fill jobs. 

@ Remove the restrictions on 
the number of employees who can 
be paid salaries from $12,900 to 
$16,000.

Duds are. collected, 
covered with loose dirt to minimize 
the danger of flying shrapnel, and 
then detonated by several charges 
of TNT. 

A veteran of service with the 
7th Div. in Korea, Sgt. Glassford 
relates how-on one occasion he was 
confronted with a Chinese grenade 
that was found on one of the divi- 
sion ranges.

damaged, the grenade had obvious- 
ly been there a long time. 

Glassford placed a small charge 
of dynamite on top and sandbagged 
the area. The blast traveled down- 
ward, minimizing the chance of in- 
jury from shrapnel. 

On several occasions the experts 
have been called upon by surround- 
ing communities when they find 
anything that looks like an ex- 
plosive. 

For the demolition men, this is 
just another day’s work. They may 
be called upon at any time to dis- 
pose of an explosive threat to the 
safety of personnel here.

Raymonde, whose hometown is 
Paris, France, has been a tennis 
enthusiast since 1932. Her top 
year was 1944, when she won the 
French National Tournament wom- 
en’s . singles championship and 
teamed up to win both the women’s 
doubles and mixed doubles titles. 

In the States Raymonde won the 
Virginia State Women’s Champion- 
ship at Richmond in 1955, and 
earlier this year was a finalist in 
the Blue-Gray Tennis Champion- 
ships at Montgomery, Ala. In July, 
she won the women’s singles and 
doubles championship in the Chat- 
tanooga Tournament in Tennessee. 

“American women tennis players 
are the world’s best,” Raymonde 
said, “but,” she added, “the British 
girls are very good too.”

Raymonde taught 
her husband to play several years 
ago (“he’s very good”) while he 
gave her instruction in horseback 
riding.

THE NEXT time orders or inclination brings you to. Washington, plan 
to stop off at the Medical Museum of the Armed Forces Institute ef 

Pathology (formerly the Army Medical Museum). 

There, for the first time, a permanent exhibi! was opened last 

week showing woman’s role in medicine, It dates back to 5000 B.C. 

There’s an archaeological exhibit. which shows that women in 
ancient Egypt served as doctors and nurses, It shows, too, that in 
Germanic tribes women gave first aid te wounded warriors and, when 
mecessary, even performed a rude sort of surgery. 

Then, by the Middle Ages, women were taking a leading part in 
healing. St. Hildegarde, a 12th-century German abbess, wrote a 
treatise on chemical medicine, and Trotula (the question of whose 
actual existence has caused some controversy among historians) is re- 
ported to have performed a Cacsarian section, which both mother and 
child survived. (Julius Caesar is supposed to have been brought inte 
the world in this way.) 

~ - 

A prominent spot is given to an oil portrait of a woman who appeals 
to the imagination, Mary Walker. She was a New York doctor and 
served in the Union Army during the Civil War. The painting is a 
collector’s item because it shows her in the male clothing she wore for 
her medical practice. Legend has it that Mary Walker was not only em- 
ployed as a doctor, but also as a spy. 

Mary wasn’t the only woman, it seems, who had to dress as a 
man to be accepted in medical circles. There was also Agondice, back 
in the 5th-century, B.C., who practiced midwifery in Athens, disguised 
as a man. 

In England, after 1614, no woman could get a license to practice 
surgery, and after 1617 the field of pharmacy was closed to women. 
I was interested to learn that between 1642 and 1662 anyone wanting 
to become a midwife had to be examined by six surgeons and six mid- 
wives. After 1662 a license apparently could be gctten through bribery. 

~ * + 


Oddly, one of the most significant contributions to medicine was 
made by an 18th-century woman who was neither doctor nor nurse. 
Lady Mary Wortley Montagu, wife of the British ambassador to Turkey, 
saw how the Turkish women took their children to be pricked with 
needles dipped in human pus from smallpox cases. She had her son 
inoculated too, and when she returned to England, spread the word 
at court. Condemned criminals were the first guinea pigs and those 
who survived (most of them did), received pardons. This was 80 
years before Edward Jenner’s successful experiments with smallpox 
immunizations, 


Fifty-three women are listed on the feminine honor roll. Among 
them are Bertha Van Hoosen, co-founder and first president of the 
Medical Women’s National Association, and Rosalie Slaughter Morton, ° 
inventor of nine surgical instruments. Mrs. Morton was the first woman 


surgeon to practice in Washington. 

Of course, Clara Barton represents the Red Cross. She was its 
founder and first president. Through her efforts the U.S. ratified the 
Geneva Convention for the care of wounded soldiers.

One. important Civil War era pioneer was overlooked in the 
original planning of this exhibit, But now, museum officials pointed 
out, Dorothea Lynde Dix, who established hospitals for the mentally ill 
and is largely responsible for St. Elizabeth’s Hospital here in Wash- 
ington, has a whole display case to herself, 

These are a few of the highlights that caught my attention when I 
visited the museum. When you come, plan to spend a couple of hours. 
The exihibt is open daily and Sundays from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. The 
museum is located at Independence Ave. and Ninth St., N.W.

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IS IT BOREDOM OR LEISURE? 

When you are young you call it 
leisure. 

When you are older it is often 
called boredom. And boftedom is 
one of the most devastating dis- 
eases of advancing age. 

With each generation we work 
fewer hours a week and have more 
time with nothing in particular to 
do. Our grandfathers had less 
than 8% of their lifetime for lei- 
sure. We have over 20%. Too much 
leisure time can be as serious as 
any chronic ailment. 

The answer depends on both so- 
ciety and the individual. The prac- 
tice of forcing workers to retire 
at a certain age is as harmful to 
the employer as it is to his work- 
ers. The wisdom possessed by an 
alert man who is 80 years old may 
be worth a fortune to a company. 
On the other hand there are in- 
dividuals who are senile and should 
retire when they are in their 60's. 

Individual cases, not an across- 
the-board policy should determine 
when a man should be retired. 
However, if there is any merit to 
such a policy, then the age should 
be raised from 65 to 75. 

The personal solution to the 
problem is for the individual to 
prove he should not be retired. 
Even if he is forced to do go he 
should demonstrate his mental 
alertness by doing something cre- 
ative — learning something new, 
going to adult classes and, perhaps, 
engaging in a profitable activity 
where age is immaterial, such as 
writing, painting or joining a lit- 
tle theater group and becoming an

NIEDER COULD have had his 
pick of just about any college in 
the country, but he decided to stick 
by his home state college—Kansas. 
Although he had set many records 
in track and field events in high 
school, Nieder’s ambition was to 
play college football. At one time, 





he thought of going straight to pro 
ball (he had offers from the Los 
Angeles Rams and the San Fran- 
cisco 49ers). 

Shortly after Nieder enrolled at 
Kansas, his football career came to 
an end.

NIEDER WILL shortly begin 
training for the coming spring 
meets.

In less than 10 years it 
has graduated more than 5000 in 
Russian. And in only six years 
1000 have been trained in German. 

Besides these, thousands more 
have been graduated from such 
language departments as Chinese- 
Mandarin, Korean, Arabic, Turkish, 
French, Romanian, Czech, Viet- 
namese, and Thai, to name but a 
few of the 32 languages that have 
been taught by the school.
